It is noted in the record that Mr, KAHN attended 
Ohio State University (OSU) at Columbus, Ohio, from 
September 13, 1943, to December 2, 1944, under the Army 
Specialized Training Program, Electrical Engineering College. 


-Included in Mr. KAHN's Security File is the 
report of investigator GEORGE PAPANGELIS of United States 
Civil Service Commission at Chicago, reflecting investigation 
there on October 28, 29, 1955. This report reveals that - 
Mr, KAHN attended the University of Chicago from September, 
1948, to September, 1950, receiving the degree of MA in 
Political Science on September 2, 1949. It is further in- 
dicated that he re-entered the University of Chicago, 
October 1, 1949, to study for a Ph.D degree. This report 
sets forth the fact that while KAHN was a student at the 
University of Chicago he was very closely associated with 
a certain Social Science professor. A supplementary re- 
port by investigavor PAPANGELIS* reporting investigation 
conducted at Chicago, Illinois, on October 26-29, 31, 


1955 ntains the results of an interview with Professor 
KERMID/EBY, Professor of Social Sciences at the University

Mr, KAHN stated that the only SEBORER he ever 
knew was OSCAR SEBORER and that he first met OSCAR while 
attending a course in Electrical Engineering. at Ohio State 
University between September, 1943, and December, 1944. 
Mr. KAHN stated that the class numbered 180 approximately 
at the start and this class constituted a company, housed, 
as he remembered it, at Baker Hall at Ohio State Üniversity. 
He seemed to recall that a Captain SNOUFFER was in charge 
of the company, and that this man was a specialist in 
mining engineering. He could not recall any other name 
or number for their outfit which was a part of the Army 
Specialized Training Program. He stated that in 1944 the 
Army Specialized Training Program was greatly reduced and 
that original class of 180 was reduced to 30 or 40, 


He does not recall exactly how he met OSCAR 
SEBORER but he recalls he was with him in classes at the 
university at this time. He recalled that OSCAR was 
rather sedate and studious and not much experienced with 
women, Also, according to KAHN, OSCAR was not very handsome 
and was inclined to avoid social contacts of this type. 
He said that OSCAR came originally to Ohio State University 
from a different Army unit than himself and he had not 
known him prior to this Ohio State University training. 


KAHN stated that sometime prior to December of 
1944, a group of officers from the Oak Ridge project, „i, 
significance of which was then unknown to him, came to 
Ohio State University looking for certain personnel. He 
said these officers interviewed a number of men in their 
training classes and selected perhaps five or six to work 
at Oak Ridge. It is his recollection that OSCAR SEBORER 
was among those selected for he does not recall that 
SEBORER went with the reduced balance of the class to 
Camp Crowder, Missouri, at the conclusion of the Ohio State 
University training, as he, KAHN, did. He stated that at. 
this point he lost contact with SEBORER until he met him 
again in the Navy Department, Washington, D. C., between 
October and December, 1950.

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Mr, KAHN stated that subsequent to his transfer 
to Camp Crowder he was demobilized and thereafter studied 
at the University of Chicago. He said that he was married 
to his present wife during this period and they had one 
child and lived near the campus. He described their life 
there as very active and social, stating that there was 
always someone at their home and sometimes most of the 
visitors would be strangers to them. He was greatly 
attracted by the idea of teaching during this period. 
However, when he analyzed the pay scales of the jobs in 
teaching available to him he became dissatisfied with 
the prospects and went with his wife to Washington, D. C., 
where he entered Government employment as a civilian. 


KAHN became an employée of the Navy Department 
in Washington, D. Co, in the Ordnance Branch. He believes 
this was in October, 1950. He said that sometime between 
this date and the end of 1950 he met OSCAR SEBORER again. 
SEBORER was also working for the Navy Department, both of 
them in the main Navy building on Constitution Avenue, 
Washington, D. C. He said he could not recall whether 
he met SEBORER in the corridors himself, or some mutual 
acquaintance had mentioned that he had run into someone 
who he, KAHN, would know. At any event he renewed his ` 
acquaintance with OSCAR SEBORER and had him out to his 
own home two or three times, KAHN is certain it was not 
more than this because his wife, recalling the extravagance 
of their socializing at the University of Chicago, was — 
opposed to too many visitors in Washington, D.C., and, as 
a result, he did not invite SEBORER over as much as he 
might have previously. He said he was-& tittle embarrassed 
by this as SEBORER had presented his, KAHN!s, children with. 
fine gifts on one or two occasions, He recalled one in the 
first week in February of 1951, when he asked SEBORER to 
his home on the occasion of a party at his home in celebration 
of the birth of his second child, KAHN stated that on any 
of these occasions when SEBORER was at his home SEBORER 
always came alone, and was not acquainted with any of the 
other guests at the affair. KAHN stated that other than 
these visits to his home he met SEBORER for coffee in the 


Ebo 
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afternoon on two or three occasions at the Navy Building 
in Washington, D. C. This was the full extent of their 
acquaintanceship according to KAHN. He said that after 
the February party at bis, KAHN’s, house, he did not see 
SEBORER again and did not hear from him. Sometime later, 
he cannot recall exactly when, he tried to reach SEBORER 
by phone at the Bureau of Ships, where SEBORER had been 
employed and was advised by personnel there that SEBORER 
had resigned and gone to New York. He, KAHN, stated that > 
at no time was he aware that SEBORER was planning a trip 
abroad or that he had used his, KAHN's, name as an identify- 
ing witness on his United States passport application.

As he recalled, it 
was in Southeast Washington and SEBORER was living with 
a female relative, not his mother. KAHN believed it could 
have been his brother STUART!s mother-in-law. She made 
no impression on KAHN and he could recall nothing about 
her. This is the only other person of SEBORER's family 
whom KAHN met. KAHN recalled that in Washington SEBORER 
felt dissatisfied with his job with the Bureau of Ships 
and felt greater opportunities existed in private employ- 
ur particularly after the experience of his friend

Questioned about his recollections of SEBORER's 
comments on his experiences at Oak Ridge project after 
their reunion in Washington, D. C., KAHN said he could 
recall nothing specifically. He had no impression that 
SEBORER went to any other post than Oak Ridge during his 
assignment there, 


KAHN had no knowledge that SEBORER went any 
closer to the West Goast than Oak Ridge, Tennessee, 
during this period, KAHN said that he himself did not 
question SEBORER extensively regarding his Oak Ridge 
experience because the novelty of the Oak Ridge project 
was worn off by then, 1950, and, furthermore, he did not 
feel it was his province to ask such questions. KAHN 
reminded questioners that he had only been in civilian 
government employ a short time when he renewed acquaintance 
with SEBORER and that he did not then understand the 
differences in various grades of confidential material 
, and believed it better to avoid the topic altogether. 
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According to KAHN, SEBORER did not volunteer very much 
information about his Oak Ridge experience other than as

Mr. KAHN appeared 
Satisfied with this explanation and indicated no suspicion 
or insincerity in answering questions put to him, there- 
after, The interview with Mr, KAHN lasted approximately 
14 hours, 


During the interview with KAHN he spoke frequently 
and fondly of his family of four children and his wife 
with whom he lives in Battle Creek, Michigan, KAHN conveyed 
the impression that he would think of no activity which 
would in any way cause risk to them or jeopardize their 
future. The economic problems of family living appeared 
uppermost in his mind, 


The Federal Civil Defense Administration 
Security File on BERNARD ISRAEL KAHN referred to in this. 
report contained the FBI report of SA THOMAS J. DONOVAN 
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at Chicago, dated July 21, 1953, entitled "KERMIT RAY EBY, 
SECURITY MATTER =- C," Bureau file 100-70409, Chicago file 
100-4001, This lengthy report contains information ob- 
tained from several confidential sources indicating that 
Subject EBY was affiliated with a large group of Communist 
front organizations in and afound Chicago in the 1940s, 
that he once said "I am a Communist by conviction," and 
that on November 13, 1949, he and his wife attended a 
dinner in Chicago sponsored by the Chicago Council of

This report also notes that the December 11, 1952 
issue of the "Southeast Economist" on pages 1 and 17, 
lists one KERMIT EBY as one of 90 persons who requested 
executive clemency from President TRUMAN on behalf of 
JULIUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG, convicted espionage agents.

GEORGE LAGOMARSINI, 424 North Cordova Street, Burbank, 
California, was interviewed 2/10/56. Confirms dates of assignment 
and employment as AEC Facility at Ios Alamos from May, 1945, to 
September, 1947. During entire period he was attached to Instru- 
ment Repair Section at Los Alamos, but has no recollection of SEBORER 
as either being a social acquaintance or having worked in his sec- 
tion. He suggested that a photograph of SEBORER might assist his 
recollection. 


LAGOMARSINI stated that in the early part of 1947, the 
Instrument Repair Section solicited applications and interviewed 
applicants for additional employees in this groüp, many of which 
were for laboring jobs.

For the information of the Chicago Office, 
who is not believed to have prior information in this 
matter, OSCAR SEEORER was born 6/4/21 at Brooklyn, N. Y. 
He served in the U. S. Army from 1942 to 1946, and was at 
Los Alamos from 19lj. to 1946. He was employed as an 
electronics engineer, U. S. Navy Underwater Sound Labora- 
tory, New London, Conn., from 9/48 to 8/50 and from 8/50 
to 6/51 at U. S. Navy Buships, Electronics Shore Division. 
No record of his ever having been granted a security 
clearance for access to classified information has been 
located. 


On 7/3/51 OSCAR SEBORER departed the U. S. for 
Europe. He accompanied his brother, STUART JACK SEBORER, 
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MIRIAM ZEITLIN (STUART!s wife) and ANNA ZEITLIN (MIRIAM 
ZBITLIN SEBORER!s mother). Present whereabouts of the 
entire group is unknown. 


For the further information of the Chicago 
Office, ISIDORE GIRBY NEEDLEMAN, suspected Soviet agent 
and former AMTORG attorney, has advised New York 69l.-S 
that OSCAR SEBORER and his brother, STUART, were involved 
in Soviet espionage, and that OSCAR SEBORER turned over 
the A-Bomb formula to the Soviets. NEEDLEMAN admitted 
to the informant that he was the SEBORER brothers! 
contact man with the Soviets. | NEEDLEMAN continued that 
when the ROSENBERG case got "hot," OSCAR and STUART had 
to "blow' and left the U. S. for Moscow. 


The office of origin has noted that the informa- 
tion furnished by New York 69lj-8 has not been disseminated 
by the Bureau and should not be discussed with any out- 
Side agency, in view of the fact that the informant is 
extremoly highly placed and his identity must not be 
jeopardized.

On March 6, 1956, BLUMA CHWATSKY, 371 Long 
Beach Road, Oceanside, Long Island, New York, was re-interviowed 
at New York Office by SA JOSEPH F. DiFFLEY and Interpreter 
HYMAN N. RABINOWITZ, Mrs. CHWATSKY has been unavailable for 
interview due to her absence from New York on vacation. It 
is noted that this name was originally furnished NYO on 
October 25, 1954 by NY 1236-S% as having been in subjectis 
possession. 


Results of previous interviews on July 13, 1955 b3 
and October 7, 1955 with Mrs. CHWAVSKY have been set out in b7E 
reports of SA JOSEPH F. DIFFLEY, dated August 16, 1955 and 
October 28, 1955, in captioned matter, made at NY. 


Upon re-interview, BLUMA CHWATSKY stated she 
was unable to recall whether she ever visited ANNA ZEITLIN 
(mother of MIRIAM ZEITLIN SEBORER), when Mrs. ZEITLIN resided 
in Philadelphia. Mrs, CHWATSKY said she visited Mrs. Z2EITLIN 
on weekends at the latter's Washington, D. C. residence, 
previously described by her as 535 Mellon Street, Mrs. 
CHWATSKY recalled having also seen STUART, MIRIAM and OSCAR 
SEBORER at the above residence during her visiks there, but 
did not remember that STUART, MIRIAM or ire DA s 
brought any work home from their government jobs, or performed fall 
any work at home, Mrs, CHWATSKY was unable to state whether 
she had ever seen any photographic equipment in any home of 
the SEBORER group which she had visited, as previously stated 
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by her, on an average of about once a year. According to Mrs. 
CHWATSKY, none of the SEBORER group, to her knowledge, possessed 
a camera of any type, or was skilled in the use of such equip- 
ment. Mrs. CHWATSKY was unable to say whether she ever visited 
ZEITLIN at 219 Sullivan Place, Brooklyn, New York, an address 

of STUART SEBORER in 194.0 and of OSCAR SEBORER at various times 
in 1946, 194.7, and 19480. From information that has been developed 
this address was used as a forwarding address by the SEBORERS 

in May, 1951 after leaving Washington, D. C. Mrs. CHWATSKY 
stated she did not visit ZEITLIN in New York City just prior to 
ZEITLIN'!s departure from New York, and did not know where 
ZEITLIN and the SEBORERS stayed in New York prior to.sailing 

on the 8S Liberte, Mes. CHWATSKY was unable to identify a 
photograph of SOLOMON J. NOVECK, subject!s cousin, who 

resided at 219 Sullivan Place, Brooklyn, New York, from 

about 1950-1953, 


In connection with information previously furnished 
by Mrs. CHWATSKY, it is noted she visited the SS Liberte on 
July 3, 1951 for about ten minutes to say good-by to Mrs, 
ZEITLIN in tne latter!s cabin, and that her statement sct 
forth that ehe did not recall any other visitors there at 
that time in the SEBORER cabin. Mrs. CHWATSKY previously had 
averred that, to her knowledge, she was the only friend Mrs. 
ZEITLIN had in this country. 


On March 6, 1956, Mrs. OHWATSKY at first said 
there was no one else in the SEBORER cabin at the time of 
their departure, but corrected this to state there were 
"many people" in the cabin whose identities or descriptions 
she did not know, or could not now recall. Mrs. CHWATSKY 
explained that when previously interviewed, because of language 
difficulties and emotional disturbance over her friend, Mrs. 
ANNA ZEITLIN, she had misunderstood the question as to who 
had come to say good-by to the SEBORERS, to mean "Did any 
one come to say good-by to ANNA ZEITLIN?" As Mrs. ZEITLIN 
had no friends beside Mrs. CHWATSKY, she previously answered 
in the negative. 
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Mrs. OHWATSKY recalled that ANNA ZEITLIN, 
MIRIAM, STUART and OSCAR SEBORER were present on tho SS Liberte 
when it sailed from New York on July 3, 1951. She was unable 
to identify photographs of MAX SEBORER or ISIDORE GIBBY 
NEEDLEMAN 8S persons who may have been present in the SEBORER 
cabin, or whom she has seen at any time. 


Mrs. CHWATSKY had previously denied that she 
had heard any news of ZEITLIN or members of her group, after 
they left New York City in 1951. Further, Mrs. CHWATSKY and 
her husband, MORRIS CHWATSKY, had related that in February 
or March, 1952 they visited Israel. While they were in the 
town of Gan Yavne, they inquired whether any Americans lived 
there and were informed that ABRAHAM SEBORER, an American, 
had lived in that town for some time, Mr. and Mrs. CHWATSKY 
said they visited an individual known to them as SEBORER 
for about two hours, but denied they had known him or his 
whereabouts prior to the time of their visit to Israel. They 
said he gave no information re the whereabouts of any of his 
relatives: including his sons, STUART and OSCAR SEBORER. 


MORRIS CHWATSKY had previously explained that 
he visited Israel to look at orange groves in the vicinity of 
Gan Yavne, which he heard might be a good investment. CHWATSKY 
and his wife talked to ABRAHAM SEBORER about the possibility of 
their investing money in nearby orange groves. which OHWATSKY 
eventually decided nctto do. ` ' m 


On March 6, 1956, Mrs. CHWATSKY related that 
before she left on the SS Liberte, ANNA ZEITLIN had told her 
that her son-in-law (STUART J. SEBORER) had a father in Israel, 
but that she did nct know "where he was located." She and 
her husband discovered ABAHAM SEBORER!s whereabouts by inquir- 
ing in Gan Yavne of immigrants from America who had settled 
in Israel. Mrs. CHWATSKY further stated that she asked ABRAHAM 
SBBORER, at the time of their visit with him, about ANNA ZEITLIN 
and the others in her party. SEBORER said "they were here and 
went away," Mrs, CHWATSKY said she did not ask any more 
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“nestions about this matter, nor did ABRAHAM SEBORER furnish 
any additional informeticoa re the SEBORER group, Mrs. CHWATSKY 
was unable to oxplain, however, why she did not press ABRAHAM 
SHBORER for further details re ZRITLIN. 


Mrs, CHWATSKY said that she and her husband 
left New York City on the SS Liberte on March 10, 1952 en route 
Israel where they stayed for three weeks, Afterward they 
visited Rome, Italy; Geneva, Switzerland, and Paris, Prance, 
for about three days in each city. Mrs. CHWATSKY said they 
stayed at a hotel (whose name she cannot recall) in Rome 
opposite tho railroad station there. Mr. and Mrs, CHAWTSKY 
returned to the United States aboard the SS Quecn Blizabeth 
on about May 3-4, 1952, | 


Mrs. CHWATSKY affirmed that neither she nor 
her husband saw ANNA ZEITLIN, or the other members of her 
party while the CHWATSKY family made the above trip; that 
She and her husband had no contact of any kind, direct 
or indirect, with ZEITLIN, members of her party, or individuals 
acting in their behalf, during or after Mrs. CHWATSKY!s pleasure 
trip to Israel and Burope. 


Mrs. CHWATSKY explained the above described 
diserepancies in information previously furnished by her, 
and that given by her en March 6, 1956, as attributable to 
her difficulty with undorstanding English which caused her to 
misinterpret questions which had been put to her, as well as 
to her emotional disturbance upon being questionedreher former 
friend, ANNA ZEITLIN, whose disappearance has caused her 
concern, 


It is noted that interrogation of Mrs. v, 
CHWATSKY during instant interview was in English and Yiddish,

Mes, CHWATSKY denied that she would help ZEITLIN, 
despite her feeling of friendship for her, or other members 
of the SEBORER group, if they had done "something wrong," by 
which she meant criminal or subversive actions, Mrs. CHWATSKY 
said that, in her opinion, ANNA ZBITLIN, MIRIAM, STUART, and 
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OSCAR SEBORER, whose photographs she identified, were Loyal 
to the United States. Mrs. CHWATSKY volunteered that she 
had no desire to return to Poland, where she was born, and 
that she was anti-Commmist and anti-Soviet.
